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Tax Take Will Be Un 
Real Estate Appraisers 
Are. Due Here In Spring

WAIGHT 
About the time March is due 
to “ come in like a lion,” front 
doorbells of city homes will be­ 
gin announcing the arrival of coun­ 
ty real estate appraisers whose 
visits may not bring as big a 
pocketbook pinch as expected. 
The value of property has na­ 
turally increased since the last 
appraisal in 1950-51, and the tax 
take will be up when the first 
collections are made in 1962. 


BUT COUNTY officials are hop­ 
ing that the addition of new con­ 
struction 
and 
certain 
readjust­ 
ments by the County Budget Com­ 
mission may hold down the amount 
of taxation effect. 


Off the record — because it is 
far too early to estim ate the end 
result of the appraisal with any 
accuracy — it is thought the over­ 
all valuation will be up about IO 
per cent, while the tax effect may 
be only about 7 per cent. 
A seven - man crew has been 
busy since mid - July in -'ural 
townships, seeking to complete as 
much of the outlying areas as 
possible before winter sets in. 


THE FIELD men are finishing 
at Lisbon and Salineville, w i l l

THE NUMBER OF occupants,

The field men request permis­ 
sion to enter the home to determ ­ 
ine these factors, showing an iden­ 
tification card as a deputy from 
the auditor’s office. The men are 
legally permitted to go into homes 
by Section 5713.17 of the Ohio Re­ 
vised Code, he said. 
Both Bell and Kauffman em pha­ 
size it is to the advantage of a 
home owner to admit the field men 
in order to get an equitable value 
of the building and an effective 
overall appraisal.

W hatever m ay be the ultimate outcome of 
the steel strike of 1959, some of its lessons 
already have been taught. 
It is clear that m anagem ent can prepare 
to deal with a strike as painstakingly as the 
Steelworkers Union can prepare to call and 
m aintain a strike. 
Preparations by m anagem ent in the 1959 
strike have given the union a united front 
to contend with, and its attem pts to break 
up the unity have been unsuccessful. There 
is no law to prevent industrial cooperation of 
this kind in the furtherance of trade. 
Tt is similarly clear that the union strategy 
of using industrywide bargaining to m ake cer­ 
tain that m anagem ent could not play off one 
segment of unionism 
against 
another 
has 
brought into being a counter-concept of in­ 
dustrywide bargaining by operating com pan­ 
ies to keep unionists from playing them off 
against one another. This m ay not have been 
foreseen by unionists at the outset, but it 
has begun to loom large in the strategy of col­ 
lective bargaining. The auto industry also 
has shown signs of unity in dealing with in­ 
dustrywide unionism. 
G overnm ent 
intervention,

Steelworkers wants — or says it wants—is 
a two-edged knife. There already has been 


government intervention in the steel strike. 


in the sense that President Eisenhower and 


various spokesmen for Congress served notice 


on m anagem ent that it could not pass the 
bill for a wage settlement to the consumer 
without risking a government crackdown. 
This cut the ground from under the union 
at the outset. And though it seems not to 
have occurred to the union and its allies in 
unionism yet. further insistence on govern­ 
ment intervention might m ake it still plainer 
that the government is more interested in 
stabilizing the price of steel than in putting 
the industry back into production for the sake 
of bailing out the leadership of United Steel­ 
workers. 
lf the union were to continue the strike 
until it had created the kind of an em ergency 
that would justify an injunction to return to 
work for an 80-day cooling-off period under 
the Taft-Hartley Act. it could be in the awk­ 
ward position of sending its men back to the 
picket lines and 
relief lines 
in 
time 
for 
Christmas. 


Mr. Iv Encounters The Press 


One question — and it was about the only 
one — was clearly answered when Nikita 
Khrushchev appeared before 
the 
National 
P ress Club: Why was the Communist totali­ 
tarian willing lo subject himself to the press 
conference? 
The answer: He is a guest of this country 
and he doesn't speak the native tongue. 
Among the posers put to him by some of 
the most prying m em bers of the American 
press were a few that could have been down­ 
right em barrassing. How. for instance, did 
be justify Russia’s intervention in the Hun­ 
garian revolution? Or what did he mean when 
be said he would bury America* 
As it turned out. though, the prem ier did 
not seem to bp a bit em barrassed He simply 
didn't answer the questions 
He poured out 
long evasions and rebuttals and circumlo- 
cations. but never cam e right to the point 
of answering tbp questions 
Because he is a guest of this country, he 
got by with it 
The reporters present were 
polite enough 
to 
submit 
their 
queries 
in 
writing and thus precluded the possibility of 
pressing the m atters. 
Mr. Khrushchev got a further assist from 
the language barrier. All of the questions 
and all of the answers had to he translated 
two ways. That allowed plenty of time for 
carefully weighing the dialectics to be used. 
Tt also gave him 
the 
advantage 
of 
the 
m argin of error ever present in the trans­ 
lator’s art. 
The latter point was emphasized when the 
American Broadcasting Co. called attention 
to the discrepancies between the versions of 
the prem ier's official translator, who spoke a 
more or less classic English, and those of its 
own translator, a United Nations veteran who

Politics, and perhaps failure to 
understand the seriousness of the 
problem, 
prevailed 
First 
the 
House and finally the Senate pro­ 
vided a wholly inadequate answer. 
The heart of the issue is some­ 
thing that most of us regard as 
of interest only to bankers, insur­ 
ance companies and other heavy 
investors. But when its full signi­ 
ficance is m ade clear it comes 
into the lives and homes of every 
American. 
It is concerned with the ques­ 
tion whether the federal govern­ 
ment, in meeting the huge obliga­ 
tions by borrowing, will act in a 
way to check rather than further 
feed the fire of inflation. 
It is easy to understand a part 
of 
the 
issue. 
Anyone 
who 
has 
some money to lend or invest will 
seek a borrower who will pay the 
highest price for the use of the 
money. 
Individuals, trust funds, pension 
funds and institutions are not buy­ 
ing long-term government bonds as 
they did before because they can 
get better term s from other bor­ 
rowers. 


THIS COMPELS the Treasury to 
m eet current expenses by short­ 
term bills, certificates and m ark et­ 
able short-term securities. These 
are m erely ways to get help un­ 
til tax 
receipts come in or by 
more borrowing. 
These 
are 
mostly 
bought 
by 
banks and corporations but in the 
past year with increasing business 
activity corporations have had the 
need for other uses of their m on­ 
ey 
Also, the banks are under pres­ 
sure to lend money to borrowers 
other than the government. Hence 
the interest rates on these short­ 
term issues have had to be raised 
(there is no ceiling to the inter­ 
est on th em ' to the highest since 
the banks were closed in 1933 
Last 
year 
the 
Treasury 
paid 
only 1% per cent for one year 
loans. Today it is compelled to pay 
43i per cent and this will probably 
go higher. 
This 
means 
the 
government's 
expenses m ust go higher and high­ 
er, which m eans more borrowing. 
It is a vicious circle. Even for 13 
week loans it must pay as high as 
3 9 per cent 
The present situation is full of 
danger because so much must be 
raised to meet the spending de­ 
mands of a thriftless Congress. In 
the next year the T reasury must 
borrow 78 billion dollars — before 
the end of this year, seven billion 
of this 
It must compete with all sorts 
of competition for money: states, 
cities, school districts and corpora­ 
tions. In a free m arket this leads 
to higher and higher prices for 
money 
Meanwhile, 
holders of savings 
bonds are cashing them in because 
they they can find more profit­ 
able ways to spend their money or 
are afraid of coming inflation. 
There is a movement of money 
from securities to tangible things, 
which is always a dread signal. 
The spirit of an economy is confi­ 
dence and when long-term govern­ 
ment bonds are not selling or are 
being sold by their owners, the 
very credit of the United States is 
threatened. 


SHORT-TERM borrowing by the 
government is inflationary in an­ 
other way. Since most of these 
offerings are taken by banks they 
are listed in the books as deposits.

traders are nervous

lion stockholders have seen some 


of their paper profits trimmed. 
There have been other slippery 
periods like the last seven weeks 
since the bull m arket got under­ 
way in 
1949 
And each time it 
has regained its feet and climbed 
higher. So the bullish minded say 
it will gain, as soon as the uncer­ 
tainties are fathomed 
These are: 
Howr long the steel 
strike 
will 
last 
and 
how 
much 
dam age it will do; Whether the 
cold w ar will thaw and defense 
spending be cut and taxes, too; 
Whether 
tight 
money 
will 
slow 
down business expansion and con­ 
sum er spending 
The bulls think business activity 
will spurt with the end of the 
strike. They think corporate earn­ 
ings 
will 
increase 
in 
the 
final 
months of the year and dividends 
push up to record highs. 
The bears—and they are num er­ 
ous if less vocal—aren't so sure. 
They 
think 
the 
important 
thing 
is what kind of a steel strike set­ 
tlement and when—and the after 
effects on business and prices. 
They think the recovery from 
the recession was topping out ev­ 
en before the strike. 
They 
think 
the 
official 
tight 
money policy is sure to put 
a 
brake on 
economic 
growth 
and 
hence on earnings. They hold that 
the tight money policy m ay halt 
further inflation and thus cut the 
ground out from under those who 
advocate 
common 
stocks 
as 
a 
hedge against it. 
And they think cold war ten­ 
sions will keep everyone guessing 
for a long time yet. 
But their chief argum ent is the 
price of stocks themselves. Bears 
hold that some stocks have been 
bid up so high that it will be a long 
time 
before 
the companies 
can 
earn enough to justify them. 
The cautious point to the yields 
of stocks as com pared to bonds 
They note that when the bull m a r­ 
ket started in 1949 top grade com­ 
mon stocks were yielding 7 per 
cent on average and now only 3 
per cent. (Yield m eans the return 
in dividends you get on the amount 
money you spend for a stock.) In 
the sam e period the yield of top 
grade corporate bonds went from 
2 7 per cent to 5 per cent. Some 
government bonds can be bought 
at prices that yield 5 per cent on 
the money. 
This makes 
bonds look 
better 
than stocks to m any investors 
Whether the bulls or the bears 
are right, here is the box score on 
what has been happening to stock 
prices:

Nikita Khrushchev sounds like a 
g e n i a l undertaker. The Soviet 
Prem ier can tell jokes but he has 
repeatedly talked of death in one 
form or another since he cam e 
here. 
A 
psychologist 
might 
find 
it 
gloomy 
that 
Khrushchev, 
who 
switches from humor to anger in 
a flash and who has the power to 
turn the cold war hot instantly, 
dwells 
so 
much 
on 
corpses, 
graves, 
annihilation, 
burial 
and 
death. 
He told the West three years ago 
' We will bury you,” explaining 
when he got here that 
he had 
m eant 
communism 
would 
prove 
itself superior to capitalism. He 
said he didn’t mean the physical 
act of burying. 
Nevertheless, 
“ bury” must 
be 
high in 
his consciousness. 
At the United Nations he spoke 
of the need to bury a dead m a n - 
meaning 
the 
Formosan 
govern­ 
ment of Chiang Kai-shek — and 
urged that the “ corpse” be carted 
away. 
At one time he mentioned the 
power of nuclear weapons to take 
a “ terrible toll in human lives" 
and at another warned they could 
cause the “ annihilation of human 
beings.” 
He referred to the colonial sys­ 
tem as “ moribund.” said a ques­ 
tion about the Soviet Union's part 
in crushing the Hungarian revolu­ 
tion was a “ dead rat 
stuck 
in 
your throat,” and talked of F?ast- 
West peace as a “ question of the 
life or death of people ” 
He wondered out loud in Los 
Angeles if he should commit sui­ 
cide—this was supposed to be a 
joke—because he couldn’t see Dis­ 
neyland. and he called for Ameri­ 
can-Soviet assurance of peace lest 
the earth be “ covered with ashes 
and graves.” 
Khrushchev 
is 
not 
a 
simple 
man. 
Now. 
having 
elbowed 
his 
way to the top of the Communist 
heap, he is used to having his 
way 
without 
contradiction. 
That 


m ay explain hts sudden spurts of 
anger w hen he thinks he is short- 
circuited or affronted. 
But there is another possible ex­ 
planation: 
that he is a lot less 
self-assured than he tries to ap­ 
pear. It would be easy, judging 
from things he says, to consider 
him arrogant 
But that m ay be only a com ­ 
pensation for deep-rooted inferior­ 
ity 
His repeated boasts about Soviet 
power 
and 
his 
brandishing 
of 
rockets, even on this visit, are 
not the language of a m an truly 
self-confident that Soviet power is 
acknowledged and respected. 
He spends too much time trying 
to compel respect—too much tim e 
at least for a m an who firmly 
believes he has respect. 
He is quick-witted 
He’s tough. 
But he is also impetuous—for ex­ 
ample. his bad tem per with the 
m ayor of Los Angeles**-and this 
raises questions about his stabil­ 
ity and his patient endurance un­ 
der stress. 
This is probably a m atter of 
concern 
for 
Western 
leaders 
in 
dealing 
with 
him 
It’s 
possible 
he's been putting on an act here 
using tem per, backed by Soviet 
power, 
as a kind of blackjack 
But 
the 
tem per 
is 
there 
If 
Khrushchev's performance so far 
could be summed up in a sen­ 
tence. this might be it: he lacks 
the grace of a man who is really 
sure of himself. 
Yet Khrushchev himself, in talk­ 
ing at the U N . pointed out how 
disastrous the instability of one 
man could be at a time when one 
trigger-pull on a hydrogen weapon 
could start a war or destroy a 
city.

Gabrilowitsch. who then was her 
obscure accompanist.

These things musical are known 
to intimates but herein my really 
distinguished talents will become 
first known—that I not only play­ 
ed the zither but also once pum p­

church 


THE ZITHER entered our mod­ 
est home through the salesm an­ 
ship of a young man about 50. who 
was working his way through col­ 
lege 
My m other for very good 
reason became a pushover for the 
man who taught the zither in one 
lesson, pocketed the first payment 
and departed. 
The good reason Mom bought 
the zither was to get me off a 
slide trombone that a friend had 
loaned me. a friend of mine, but 
not of the neighbors. 
You played the zither by shov­ 
ing a sheet of paper with numb­ 
ers on it under the wire strings. 
Then all you had to know was 
elementary arithmetic. 
Sufficient change of tempo could 
m ake “ Old Black Jo e” sound woe­ 
fully like “ Old Rugged Cross" but 
you always had the name of the 
piece printed on the paper to prove 
what you were playing 
Regretfully I returned the bor­ 
rowed trombone, and moved from 
the brass to the string section 
I was studying to become first 
zither in the school guitar

paid two bits a Sunday 
I landed the job on two out­ 
standing qualifications. The pum ­ 
p e r’s booth was remote from the

gauge 
a l o n e d id n t exactly 
insure 
a 
smooth Sunday morning service. 
One needed a considerable ear 
for music to he sure whether the 
choir va* singing or Brother Par* 
ions was suffering another acute 


attack of asthma 
My other qual­ 
ification was 165 pounds of muscle 
distributed over six lineal feet of 
teen-age frame-work 


This was quite a nice job 
One 
could attend church with little sa r­ 
torial preparation: even in flashy 
sweater and bicycle 
knickers 
I 
got credit for attendance, though 
hidden from the congregation, and 
the collection plate never got back 
that far. 


ALL WAS going lovely until I 
learned to smoke Then, when the 
parson launched on his 50 jjiinutes 
of exhortation I would climb out 
the 
window, 
saunter 
down 
th* 
the street and have a smoke for 
myself. 
I was so engaged one Sunday 
morning 
when 
Brother Symonds 
cam e running from the church, 
frantically waving his arms. There 
was great confusion 
I rushed to­ 
w ard the pump handle but before

dow the organ pealed forth the 
strains of an added hymn of which 
I had not been advised 


Another guy had my job that 
quick — and kept it

I remembered that Great Physi­ 
cian who healed people in the very 
streets outside this hospital. It is 
the one place in the Lands of the 
Bible that I actually felt close to 
the Lord, except for a moment 
when I stood at Capernaum with 
the waters of Galilee lapping at 
my feet. There He healed people 
too. 


THE L IF E of this woman, how­ 
ever, has been far from serene 
and tranquil. And her delicate gen­ 
tility does not blind one to her rug­ 
ged strength and purpose. Bertha 
Spafford Vester is one of the old­ 
est residents of Jerusalem, J o r ­ 
dan, one of the best known, and 
admittedly the best loved. 
For 77 years she has been a 
familiar figure to all people of the 
Holy City, where, in every time of 
need, she has given herself to the 
poor, the sick, the needy. 
To me, her baby hospital, the 
Spafford Memorial Hospital, w a s 
the most deeply moving of all the 
sights I saw either in Jordan or 
Israel, including all the holy plac­ 
es. 
The latter are memorials of 
Christianity. Her hospital for ba­ 
bies and little children is Chris­ 
tianity in current action. I felt the 
presence of an alive Christ as we 
passed from bed to bed looking 
into appealing little faces. 
Not only children, but anyone 
who needs help gets the immedi­ 
ate compassionate assistance of 
Mrs. Vester. A Bedouin woman 
came timidly to Mrs. Vester’s out­ 
patient clinic where, in 1958, near­ 
ly 60,000 people were treated free 
of charge. Heavily veiled, the wom­ 
an was hiding something w h i c h 
proved to be a terrible tubercular 
sore, festering and full of pus, from 
her ear to her breast. 
“ It will cost much money for 
the medicine alone — $500 to cure 
this woman, and we just haven’ 
got it,” said the doctor to Mrs. 
Vester. 
“ Yes. I know,” was Mrs. Yes 
ter’s answer, “ but the woman musl: 
be healed. So start the treatment. 
I will pray and, as He has done 
before, God will send the money ” 
“ Did He?” I asked. 


H ER M ERRY eyes twinkled 
"Don’t you believe there are stil 
Good Samaritans? I prayed and 
few days later there came a let 
ter from America. And what do 
you think it contained?” 
" I know,” I said, "a check for 
$500.” 
She nodded. ‘‘Some people would 
gay that’s coincidence, but since 
ifs been happening in our work 
for 75 years, I came to the con 
elusion that it is more than coin 
cidence; it’s the law of prayer and 
human need.” 
On prayer, faith and love she 
has maintained a baby hospita 
and outpatient clinic that doctors 
from all over the world come to 
study. 
The one and only doctor in this 
amazing hospital is Dr. Mahmonc 
Dajani. Scarcely have I know a 
doctor of deeper - compassion anc 
greater skill. He operated on 900 
cases in four years with but one 
casualty. And while lacking need­ 
ed modern equipment, he compen­ 
sated by intuitive knowledge, skill­ 
ful practice and something else 
" I always take a bright outlook 
on a case.
